The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met on Monday night, Oc- 
tober 24 and gave Supt. Clayton 
Bryant its approval to continue stu- 
dying the needs of the three high 
schools in the county system and 
the possibility of the board using a 
local bond issue to finance the pro- 
ject. 

Supt. Bryant told the board 
members that he had worked with 
school officials and had compiled a 
list of major needs at the three high 
schools for the next ten years. 

"There is a drastic discrepancy 
between the conditions at the coun- 
ty's three elementary schools and 
the three high schools," said

Bryant, "and the problem needs to 
be addressed." 

The superintendent and board 
members discussed the results of 
the recent study that identified the 
major needs at the schools and in- 
cluded among the items listed on 
the report weres (Zion Chapel 
High School) construction of a 
new home economics/Vo Ag/ 
Science facility to include a class- 
room-kitchen in home economics 
and classroom and shop in Vo Ag, 
reworking the library, rework and 
return the auditorium to condition 
to allow its use as an auditorium, 
enlarge lunchroom and air condi- 
tion, install new heating and cool- 


Elba City Council adopts $1.36 million budget 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday with all members present. 
They adopted a budget, and again 
discussed the Elba Hydro Dam and 
the fate of the Gunter Dunn build- 
ing. The council also heard a com- 
plaint about the high number of bad 
accounts local merchants are getting 
from local people. 

The Budget adopted was for total 
revenue and expenditures of 
$1,366,000 and is about $5,000 
above last year's budget but doesn't 
include any borrowed funds. 

City Clerk Pat Boothe fielded 
questions from council members 
about the proposed budget after 
Mayor Fred Moore turned the dis- 

.cussion over to the council with the 

statement, "We will let her answer 
your questions because she is the 
one that worked so closely with the 
numbers.” 

Boothe explained that the city 
was “operating on a tight budget 
this year and there were no funds for 
new or special projects." She and 
Moore added that if revenues were 
up or if they could significantly cut 
expenses, then some additional pro- 
jects could be undertaken, 

The budget last year included 
borrowing $40,000 for some street 
paving and this is not being repeat- 
ed this fiscal year. 

The budget this year only in- 
cludes capital investment funds for 
one police car and no other equip- 
ment purchases or construction pro- 
jects. 

Cost of paying off debts previ- 
ously incurred by the city will total 
$205,600 during the current fiscal 
year. These include payments on 
money borrowed at the two local 
banks, a 1985 bond issue, a 1965 
bond issue and continuing pay- 
ments to Farmer's Home Admin- 
stration on the sewer project in- 
Stalled in 1968. 

The budget calls for spending 
$443,800 on "adminstrative" items. 
These normally include insurance, 
lawyer fees, payroll taxes, salaries 
and other office expenses. Also in- 
cluded in this category is $207,000 
for garbage and trash collection 

The police department normally 
takes a large bite from any munici- 
pal budget and Elba's is no excep- 
tion. The projected cost of operat- 
ing that department during the next 
year is $291,100, of which 
$230,700 is set aside for salaries. 

The Street Department will cost 
$174,600 during the next year and 
this too will go largely for salaries 
with $111 (600 estimated there. 

The Recreation Department in 
Elba is traditionally funded heavily 
and will continue to be given a lot 
of atfention. The budget for the 
coming year is $93,200 for recrea- 
tion with $53,000 of this going to 
salaries of employees and game of- 
ficials. Park maintenance will cost 
$14,000 and equipment is projected 
at $14,000. 

The fire department will cost an 
estimated $58,800 with $40,000 
going to pay the salaries of the vol- 
unteer firemen. 

The only other category is "Ap- 
propriations” which is a catch-all 
categorys for projects that are fund- 
ed with certain appropriated 
amounts. This group totals 
$98,900 and includes $32,000 for 
the Senior Citizens Center; 
$24 600 to the Elba school system; 
funds to operate the library and the 


reserve center, Others getting city 
help include the Coffee Co Associa- 
tion for Retarded Citizens, Arts Al- 
liance, health department, rescue 
squad, Human Resources and South 
Central Mental Health. 

The council heard James Chum- 
ney tell of his work on the Elba hy- 
dro dam, Chumney explained that 
he had purchased an 80 percent in- 
terest in the project and needed the 
City's help in getting the federal 
permit renewed. 

He explained that when work 
didn't proceed as planned the gov- 
ernment agencies attempted to con- 
tact the owners and only had the 
names and addresses of a previous 
owner, He said he and his partner 
were never contacted until after the 
permit had been revoked, Now an- 
other firm is trying to get the per- 
mit issued in their name, even 
though Elba Hydro has the lease 
with the city. 

Chumney was told by Mayor 
Moore and the council that they 
would help him wherever possible. 
He also wanted some information 
on just who had taken much of the 
copper out of the turbines in the old 
power house. 

He said that if the permit was re- 
stored, they expected to have one 
machine on line by March Ist. The 
firm has already invested $238,000 
in the project, according to Chum- 
ney. 


The former Gunter Dunn build- 
ing entered the discussion when 
Councilman Eddie Vaughan was 
asked to report on the progress of 
the clean-up committee. 

Vaughan noted they had looked 
over the city and realized that the 
one major project that should be 
handled first was the Gunter Lunn 
building, He recommended workers 
immediately clean the weeds and 
vines from the area and do some- 
thing to make the broken window 


areas more presentable. Vaughan 


and the other committee members 
also recommended the building be 
surveyed for future use potential be- 
fore being torn down. 


Mayor Moore noted he would 
consider a rent free situation if 
some private interest would agree to 
pay for renovations. 

The council also agreed to invite 
Storer Cable representatives to the 
next meeting, move forward with a 
police officer checking doors down- 
town and begin working to appoint 
and/or reappoint a large number of 
board members where terms have 
expired, 

Mayor Moore also signed a proc- 
Jamation at the request of the 
Chamber of Commerce declaring 
November 17-24 as Farm-City 
Week,

He 
added that on October 18 he at- 
tempted to register as a voter in the 
Enterprise division of Coffee Coun- 
ty and was refused registration. 

In the suit, Ellis also demanded 
trial by a struck jury.

Settlement reached in takeover 


attempt of National Security 


National Security Ins. Co. has 
announced that a settlement has 
been reached with respect to the 
company's litigation with Mutual 
Savings Life Ins. Co. regarding 
Mutual Savings’ acquisition of 
226,243 shares of National Securi- 
ty's common stock. 

Under the terms of the settle- 
ment, National Security will pur- 
chase the shares from Mutual Sav- 
ings at a price of $25/share.

In commenting on the settle- 
ment, National Security president 


J.R. Brunson stated that he was 
pleased to have the matter finally 
resolved and regarded the terms as 
beneficial to National Security and 
its stockholders. 

"From a financial standpoint, the 
purchase at $25/share represents a 
discount from the company’s cur- 
rent GAAP book value, resulting in 
an increase in the per share book 
value of the shares held by our re- 
maining stockholders. The purchase 
price was also in line with the re- 
cent market price trading range of a 
bid of $24 1/2 and an ask of $26. 
Thus, the company is not paying a 
premium to acquire the shares.” 

According to Brunson, Manage- 
ment believes that National Securi- 
ty's surplus of over $27 million is 
more than adequate to provide the 
$5.6 million purchase price with no 
material adverse effect on insurance 
operations, according to Brunson.

What does a 
gauge reveal?" Charles Naugle tells

"Making a visit to any large 
foundry where boilers are kept go- 
ing at full force, you would never 
be able to tell how much water 
there was in a boiler because it is 
impossible to look into. But you 
would be able to tell how much 
water the boiler contained by an in- 
strument which is attached to the 
side of the boiler. Alongside is a 
§mall glass tube which has some

"What must I do to be saved?" is a very important question. Each one of 
us will one day stand before the judgement seat of Chnst, and each one of us 
is responsible for obeying the Lord. Salvation has two parts -- God's part, 
and man’s part. "For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but should have ev- 
erlasting life" (John 3:16). God, because of His great love for mankind, has 
done his part in sending Christ to die for the sins of men, Paul calls this 
"grace," a gift of God, in Ephesians 2:8, "For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves; it is the giftof God." Paul reminds us that 
we cannot save ourselves, and must rely on the grace of God, “through 
faith.” "Through faith” means that man must also do his part. Even a gift 
must be received before one can benefit from it 

To find what man’s part in the plan of salvation involves, one must go to 
the right place, the book of Acts, where the examples of conversion are re- 
corded, There are eight specific accounts of conversion in Acts: the conver- 
sion of the Jews on Pentecost, chapter 2; the Samaritans, chapter 8; the 
Ethiopian eunuch, chapter 8; Saul of Tarsus, chapters 9 and 22; Cornelius, 
chapter 10; Lydia, chapter 16; the Philippian jailer, chapter 16; and the Co- 
rinthians, chapter 18. In each example, certain common actions, or steps of 
obedience, were taken by those who became Christians, 

Upon hearing the pure gospel message, each believed in Jesus as the Son 
of God, Though not explicitly stated cach time, it is implied, such as when 
the Jews at Pentecost, having heard the message, “were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” (Acts 2:37), Their question, “what shall we do?" showed 
that they believed the message, but realized they needed to do more than just 
"believe" to be saved. As James writes, "Ye see then how that by works is a 
man justified, and not by faith only" (lames 2:24), Following their confes- 
sion of faith in Christ, the Jews at Pentecost were told to “repent and be 
baptized, every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remission of 
sins" (Acts 2:38). Thus repentance must accompany faith in Christ. One 
must also confess Christ, as the Ethiopian, because Christ will not confess 
us, unless we are willing to confess Him, Also necessary for salvation, as 
shown in every conversion account, is baptism. Every account explicitly 
shows baptism as necessary for obeying Christ. Hearing the gospel mes- 
sage, believing in Christ, repenting of past sins, confessing Christ, and be- 
ing baptized into Christ makes one a Christian, and brings salvation, Then 
one must serve the Lord faithfully.

Before Friday night's game I was talking with a former Elba football 
player and he reminded me that it was 10 years ago when the Tigers defeat- 
ed Andalusia to snap the Bulldogs’ long winning streak. The former starter 
told me he remembered just about every play in the 1978 ballgame and al- 
ways would, The Tigers have had success against the Bulldogs in recent 
years and much of the mystique is gone, but Friday's win was special to 
the players, coaches and fans and I guess it will always be special when 
Elba beats Andalusia! 


TIGERS JUST KEPT ON COMING BACK 


The Elba Tigers were knocked down not once, not twice, but three 
limes in Friday night's game against Andalusia, but like a championship 
boxer the Tigers kept on getting up and in the final round delivered the 
knock out punch that gave them the win! 

The first knock down came early in the game when Andalusia stunned 
the Tiger defense and scored to go on top 6-0. Elba got back up and scored 
in the second quarter to pull even at 6-6, but then got knocked down for a 
second time when the Bulldogs scored again to go up 14-6, Elba rallied in 
the third quarter and crossed the goalline for the second time, but then came 
the third knock down as the two-point try failed and despite the quick 
touchdown, Andalusia still led 14-12. Three knock downs will end some 
bouts, but Elba never quit fighting and in the fourth quarter reached down 
and delivered the night's real knockout punch by scoring two touchdowns. 
Quite a battle!!!! 

The Elba offense was almost totally shutdown in the first half and to- 
talled less than sixty yards in total offense. The Tiger running game wasn't 
able to get on track and the passing game was slowed by a heavy rush, The 
second half was a different story; however, as Anthony Brooks and Leon 
Coleman rambled for big yardage in the middle of the Andalusia defense 
and the offense responded with three touchdowns. Coach Mack Wood re- 
ported he made a few minor adjustments at the half to open up the middle 
and the adjustments were obvious, but just as obvious was the blocking 
and the running of the Elba players. Anthony Brooks gained 130 yards in 
the second half alone to spark the rally and finished the game with over 
150 yards and the big yardage was the combination of hard running and 
good blocking at the point of attack. 

The defense got pushed all over the field in the first half as Andalusia 
rolled up almost 200 yards and scored two touchdowns, but the Tiger de- 
fenders also made some adjustments at the half and in the third and fourth 
quarters seemed in total command. The defense has received a lot of public- 
ity this season for keeping opponents out of the endzone and while that 
didn't happen Friday night in the first half, it was the story in the second 
half and the defense seemed to play harder with each and every down, Don't 
let the yardage and the points fool'ya, the defense played as well as ever.

Employees To Take 
Over Ins. Company 


Robert H. Senn Sr, district 
manager of the Mutual Savings 
Life, Elba District, has reported that 
in a $72 million transaction, the 
employees of Mutual Savings Life 
Ins. Co, have voted to take control 
of the 61-year-old firm through a 
stock ownership plan which was 
voted on and approved in a stock- 
holders' meeting on Sept. 26, 1988. 

Minority stockholders approved 
the Employee Stock Ownership 
Plan during a called meeting at the 
company's home office in Decatur.
